Nearly twonty yoars ago a foreigner who 

was travelling in tho. direction of the Bast- 
ern Tombs, eaw something which ‘rankled 
in the constitution.” A hugo memorial 
tablot to tho Emperor Chien Lung had 
unfortunately beon seized by ‘the Dragon's 
claw,’ or in other words struck by light- 
ning, 60 that it became necessary to make 
8 now ono, which had been done: It was 
‘a monolith twenty-two feet in length, and 
four foet wide by threo foot thick,” In or- 
der -to move this enormous weight, three 
pairs of trucks had boon built, vory stout 
and very low, the arlea being hugo logs, 
and the hubs of ‘immense size. To this 
rude waggon were fastened cables of hemp 
loosely braided into ropes, the whole 
forming a cable a foot or more in thick 
ness, and nearly or quite -a. quarter 
of a mile in length, The two cables 
rapidly diverged in the shape of a let- 
terV., and upon each side of each cable 
at intervals side ropes were attached to 
which wore hitchad sight. mules, the same 
number being also seen at the extreme ends 
of the enbles in the distant perspective. It 
appeared: that at loast half of the atrength 
of the animals was devoted to drawing thie 
great:cables, which woro away the. inequali> 
ties of the ground as if they had been enow- 
ploughs in astiow bank. As the ropes were 
constantly weariog out it was necessary to 
have at hand large supplies of hemp where- 
with to execute repairs as often as neoded. 

The total number of mules in this ex- 

traorditiary team wes six hundred, and 
their starting and stopping was directed by 
& man who stood upon tho atone tablet 
with a gong which was besten as & signal. 
A few li cach dey waa os much og could 
possibly be made, and as the distance was 
over two hundred li, one can imagine the 
waste of horse-power and of money. The 
Director of this’ procession during ono of 

‘the intervals of rest. chatted with the 
foreigner, snd remarked that he suppored. 
thet in his honorable country they did not 
move their stone tablota in this atyle,

PRISONED AT AMOY. 
THE AGGRIEVED MAN'S PETITION, 
An extraordinary incident is reported 
from Amoy, says the Straits Times. Teng 
Cheong, a reputable and well-known Chi- 


nese traderin Singapore, who-is-a British 
subject, has been thrown into prison there 
bythe Chinese, > authorities, on the initiative 
of a*Germiin ‘frm, for an. alleged debt, 
notwithstanding hia appuala ta the British 
Consul, and tho due presentation of his 
Failing ‘to qbiain redress from 
the British Minister at-Peking, to whom 
the mattor was spragrs by. 
-Maji fons ‘Teng Cheong 
has now sent ina TE tothe Governor 
of the Straits Settlements. The petitioner 
earnestly appeald ta His Excellency to take 
immediate steps. 


THE PETITION, 
The following is the substance of the 


|. petition :— 


*T was born at Singapato, of British’ 
parents, where I have ever resided, and 
established myself ua.a ierchant under the }.. 
firm, namo, and style of Teng Cheong. I 
havo oceasionally visited Amoy, and did 
not report myself to H.B.M.’s Consul, 
because my stays wore of short duration, 
and there appenred to be ne occasion to 
assert ny nationality. 

‘Lately, I kesama.aware that a German 
firm in Atoy had failed to coilect certain 
sums of noney from certain Chincee, who 
had chartered o steamer, end that the 
Gorman firm alleged that I had a share in 
the said charter. My property was seized 
at the solicitation of the firm, through tho 
German Consul, by the Chinese aut horit 


I deemed it, therefore, prudent: to let it be i 


known that J was a British subject. 
Accordingly, I applied for and reecived a 
passport from His Excellency the Governor 
of my native country, to visit Ching, a 
cop ‘of which passport. is enclosed. 
ater, when F arrived at this port I pre- | 
sented it to H.B.M.’s Consul, and’ secured 
a certificato of registration, Later, the 
German * Consul applied to H.BLM.'s 
Consul t+ have me sent to tha local Chinese 
authorities, My property was temporarily 
released as I was informed that the ques- 
tien of. my allegiance was to be investi- 
gutad. 
‘In the ineantime, U.B.M.'sConsul solici- 
tod that, I should give him & security of 


$5,000 for the space of three months for my 
appearance. ‘The Consul addressed the 
British Minister and the local authorities on 
the subject, and I heard no moure about the 
matter until] the 19th November, when. to 
my great surprise I was informed by 
H.B.M.’s Consul at this port t that he “eould 
net do anything for me." The question of. 
my nationality had not been gone into, nor 
had I given an Upportunity to prove 
uy: claims, A request. for a. ro- “hearing 
broughtonly the-somoreply from E B.B.M.'s 
Consul. I then requeste B.M.’a Consul 
to give mea written statement of his posi- 
tion, and had the honour to receive a com. 
munication a copy of which 7 enclose, 

“T was advised by H.B,M.'s Consul! to go 
and. sec the German Consul. «I did so, and 
behold “he demanded of mo 4 deposit of 
220,000 to answor as security, stating if all 
turned out well I could get it buek. 
course, refused, and was instantly arrested 
by the German Consul, and delivered over 
to the local authorities, and by them lodged 
in prison, where I still remnin’to this day.
